St. Louis Region at St. Louis Lambert International Airport, we are deeply interested in the 
ongoing privatization discussions underway. As elected leaders, it is our responsibility to 
plan for our future growth and sustainability - a future uniquely tied to economic activity 
and development of Lambert Airport and its properties. 

We have invested millions in local tax dollars to support economic development and infra¬ 
structure projects that sustain our communities and regional economy. We host hotel, 
rental car, restaurant, warehouse and other business services that provide jobs and reve¬ 
nue for our communities and citizens, as well as serve the needs of the airport and its users.

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To that end, we are asking your help to facilitate a briefing of Mayor's that will update us on 
airport privatization plans and priorities, and offer our input on impacts on our local 
communities. 

We all value the rich history and heritage we share in St. Louis City, County and our many 
large and small municipalities. We want to continue regional growth that allows St. Louis to 
welcomes more than 26.1 million annual visitors for leisure, conventions, meetings and 
business travel, providing $5.8 billion in St. Louis and 88,000 tourism jobs for area residents. 
For these reasons, and many more, the question of how to ensure continued growth and 
vitality of the airport should be embraced as a responsibility of all of us.
